2. Remove all repeated letters and vowels 


3. Break the letters into lines and represent each, 
incorporating into a symbol that reduces the shapes to their 
COLre. aspects 


4. Breathe deeply and focus your pain into the symbol- 
screaming, yelling, crying, whatever you need 


5. Destroy and cast away the sigil- ideas include spitting on, 
tearing up, burning, burying, drowning in water- whatever 
satisfies and helps you forget and rid of its power 


6. Congratulations, you've now deconstructed and disarmed the 
attack- ground it down under your own will- you're free, for now 


Note: This can go an opposite direction with this process and do 
Similar- but care for and embrace it, adorn it on yourself, give 
it a fond recalmation. Steps and specifics about usage of 
Similar methods in this direction in addition to using sigils 
for affirmation and gender euphoric purposes outside this sort 
will be detailed in future additions.
